Kindergarten 
class bumped 


Education. Catholic 
School district forced 
to move students after 
school runs out of room 


Nearly 200 kindergarten stu¬ 
dents designated to a south Ed¬ 
monton school will be rerouted 
as the city’s Catholic school au¬ 
thority tries to deal with over¬ 
crowding. 

Parents hoping to enrol their 
children at Monsignor William 
Irwin School for kindergarten 
next year were informed Thurs¬ 
day afternoon that the students 
will be relocated to Archbishop 
Joseph MacNeil School. 

Roughly 900 students are 
expected at Irwin for 2015-16, 
leaving the school with no 
more room to add modular 
classrooms and forcing the dis¬ 
trict to move an entire grade of 
students. 

Parents were presented with 
the two options at a meeting 
last month: move the 93 stu¬ 
dents going into Grade 6 next 
year or reroute 184 kindergart¬ 
en students to another location. 

ECS spokeswoman Lori 
Nagy said it was a difficult deci¬ 
sion for the board because par¬ 


ent consensus was split down 
the middle. 

“To be honest, we were 
really hoping it would be a ma¬ 
jority” either way, said Nagy. 
“When it came down to the 
numbers being veiy even, we 
really had to look at all the de¬ 
termining factors and decide 
what would be less inconven¬ 
ient for families and less of a 
distraction for children.” 

While the district opted to 
move the younger grade, the 
students will attend AJM for 
only one year. St. John XXIII Ele- 
mentaiy Junior High School is 
slated to open in Windermere 
for 2016 to alleviate some of 
the pressure. 

Parent Tanya Fischer- 
Ooraikul said the announce¬ 
ment is disappointing. With 
two of her daughters already 
attending Monsignor Irwin, 
Fischer-Ooraikul had hoped 
her third daughter would start 
kindergarten at the school in 
the fall. 

After meeting with parents 
and district officials to discuss 
the options, Fischer-Ooraikul 
said it seemed like ECS is try¬ 
ing to decrease the number of 
students that would be grand¬ 
fathered at Monsignor Irwin.

Riders complain of being 
‘blasted at* by LRT screens 


Transit. Officials say

Some Edmontonians are 
finding it a difficult wait 
at LRT stations, thanks to 
what they consider to be 
loud ads blaring from near¬ 
by screens. 

Heather Mackenzie said 
she felt compelled to shield 
her three-year-old daughter 
from one particular adver¬ 
tisement on the electronic 
screens while waiting for 
the LRT, saying the screens 
“take away from human 
interactions.” 

“Although I fully sup¬ 
port their work, a (Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving) ad 
showed a gruesome scene ... 
and it was extremely loud. 
I was there with my three- 
and-a-half-year-old daugh¬ 
ter who doesn’t get exposed 
to a lot of TV in our home 
... so when it was on, it was 
hard to grab her attention 
away because it was really 
loud and distracting,” she 
said. 

The Pattison screens, 
which have been installed 
in many of Edmonton’s 
LRT stations for about two 
years, provide riders with 
information — even short 
films from a film festival 
— with advertisements also 
intermittently playing. 



Justin Wheler, another 
LRT user, doesn’t have a 
problem with the screens 
but has found the advertise¬ 
ments with audio the root 
of the problem. 

“It would be nice to have 
a conversation while wait¬ 
ing for the train and not be 
blasted at,” he said. 

Edmonton is one of the 
few Canadian cities to have 
audio playing on its transit 
screens. Screens in Toronto, 
for example, do not have 
audio, according to Pattison 
officials.

to both the city’s and Pat- 
tison’s attention, according 
to officials, who say they 


have addressed it by lower¬ 
ing the volume at some sta¬ 
tions. 

“In some stations, be¬ 
cause some stations have 
different sounds at differ¬ 
ent times, we have worked 
to adjust and work from the 
feedback of the ridership. 
It’s important to us that it’s 
not an inconvenience,” said 
Scott Gibb, director of sales 
with Pattison Outdoor. 

City officials noted the 
ads can seem louder at cer¬ 
tain stations and at certain 
times of day.

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Library opens sound 
booths to the public

Edmonton’s next musical 
phenomenon has a new place 
to get his or her career off the 
ground — all with a swipe of 
their libraiy card. 

The library officially 
opened its two sound booths 
at the Stanley Milner branch 
on Thursday morning, with 
Coun. Scott McKeen getting 
the first shot to strum his 
guitar. 

Peter Schoenberg, man¬ 
ager of digital literacy initia¬ 
tives with the libraiy, said the 
booths are a great addition to 
the libraiy’s existing Maker- 
space. 

“It very much fits into the

“This is a facility for 
people who are getting start¬ 
ed, who want to make their 
first album or make their 
demo track,” said Schoen¬ 
berg. 

McKeen said he’s excited 
for the possibility this will 
offer to people who might 


not otherwise have had the 
chance. 

“There are kids out there 
who probably have no access 
to recording equipment like 
this or even a space where 
they can get together with¬ 
out having their mom yell at 
them,” he said. 

David Rauch, co-founder 
of the group Open Edmon¬ 
ton, plans to use the sound 
booth for an oral histoiy pro¬ 
ject that will feature Edmon¬ 
tonians from all backgrounds 
talking about the histoiy of 
the city. 

“You can hear a stoiy in 
a newspaper, you can read 
about it, but there’s some¬ 
thing really beautiful about 
hearing it in their own 
words,” he said. 

Rauch said the sound 
booth is absolutely critical to 
the project’s success. 

“I don’t think we would be 
able to do the project without 
this space. This is a commun¬ 
ity asset that lets us do pro¬ 
jects like this,” he said.

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Poster vandalism riles pro-life student group 



'Group of vigilantes.’ 

Balancing differing 
views sometimes 
difficult: University

A University of Alberta group 
with a controversial message 
is worried it’s being censored 
by “a group of vigilantes” on 
campus, after thousands of 
posters advertising their cause 
have been tom down. 

Amberlee Nicol, president 
of the pro-life group on the U 
of A campus, said they have 
gone through nearly 3,000 
posters advertising an event 
Wednesday after they were re¬ 
peatedly tom down from cam¬ 
pus billboards. 

“While I can fully under¬ 
stand why people would 
strongly disagree with our 
message, and I think it’s fine 
for them to disagree with us, 
what I don’t understand is why 
people think it’s all right to si¬ 
lence the opinions of people 
they disagree with,” said Nicol. 


The group said they’ve 
taken their concerns to 
campus Protective Services 
because the scale of the de¬ 
facement is so great. 

“We’re not looking for spe¬ 
cial treatment,” said Nicol. 

“We just want the right 
to promote our events and 
express ourselves without a 
group of vigilantes deciding to 
censor the campus on every¬ 
one else’s behalf.” 

Student-affairs officer 
Norma Rodenburg said the 
university is committed to en¬ 
suring a safe place for contro¬ 
versial topics to be discussed. 

“We like to be able to make 
sure that discourse and open 
dialogue can happen in a re¬ 
spectful way at all levels,” she 
said. 

While the university has 
policies to regulate where 
posters are posted, Rodenburg 
said the university would only 
censor poster content in ex¬ 
treme situations. 

“We’ll always respect that 
respective dialogue and that 
balancing of two opposing 
views and two different ideas. 
In some cases, that’s more 
challenging than others,” she 
said.

I see this as a win- 
win,” said Scott Bladon, store 
manager at Blush Lane Organic 
Market. 

Whole Foods announced 
Wednesday that they will setup 
shop at South Park Center on 
Calgaiy Trail, opening a 42,000 
square foot store in fall 2016 
which is expected to employ 
150 people. 

Although the new groceiy 
store coming into Edmonton 
will provide organic and natur¬ 


al product options to clients, it 
won’t be a threat to some local 
companies just because what 
they offer is different, say city 
business owners. 

“People go for sexy, so 
now (Whole Foods) will be in 
south Edmonton and what I’m 
hoping what people will do is 
they’ll see it’s a beautiful store 
... but they’re going to say ‘hey, 
these are the prices?’ and then 
they’ll find us,” said Michael 
Kalmanovitch, owner of Earth’s 
General Store. 

Planet Organic officials were 
not available for comment pri¬ 
or to time of press. 

Calgaiy is also set to receive 
a Whole Foods but it won’t be 
open until summer of 2017. A 
location has yet to be decided 
for the southern store.

Union backs call 
for Crown to 
replace police in 
bail hearings 

A police officer who con¬ 
sented to bail for a career 
criminal who would later 
kill a Mountie in Alberta 
has been unfairly targeted 
as making a mistake, says 
his union. 

“People were looking 
for answers and wanted 
someone’s head on a plate, 


says Sgt. Maurice Brodeur, 
president of the Edmonton 
Police Association. 

He says officers do 
their best acting as Crown 
prosecutors when accused 
persons are charged and 
first appear before justices 
of the peace. It’s a job they 
have had for decades. 

But it’s one they don’t 
want, says Brodeur, and the 
union is backing a repeated 
call by the Edmonton police 
force to end the practice. 

A survey by The Can¬ 
adian Press of justice and 
Crown officials from across 


Canada reveals a patchwork 
of policies, but Alberta 
is the only province that 
predominantly relies on 
police rather than Crown 
prosecutors at initial bail 
hearings. 

Officers can release 
people arrested for minor 
crimes on promises to ap¬ 
pear later in court. In more 
serious cases, suspects must 
be seen by judges or jus¬ 
tices of the peace within 24 
hours and can ask for bail 
or have their case put over 
and request bail later.

The selection committee re¬ 
viewing the proposals includes 
artists, city staff, a representa¬ 
tive from the Katz Group and 
community members.

Trustee group remains 
opposed to GSA legislation 


LGBTQ. Group says Bill 
10 a 'compromise'

The province’s top Catholic 
school trustee is standing be¬ 
hind a document produced by 
his organization that deems 
legislation concerning gay- 
straight alliances (GSAs) un- 
necessaiy. 

“We believe that the name 
gay-straight alliance is narrow 
and we’re proud of that,” said 
Tony Sylcora, president of the 
Alberta Catholic School Trust¬ 


ees’ Association (ACSTA). 

His comments came Thurs¬ 
day, one week after Metro 
published a stoiy detailing a 
leaked document from ACSTA 
outlining the group’s position 
on GSAs, which took centre- 
stage in the Alberta legislature 
during the fall session as some 
pushed to mandate establish¬ 
ment of such clubs in schools if 
students requested them. 

The trustee document 
warns that such legislation 
would intrude on the rights 
of school boards and says “the 
implication that GSAs are the 
sole or only way to protect kids 
doesn’t make sense.” 

But Kris Wells, co-director of 
the Institute for Sexual Minor¬ 


ity Studies and Services at the 
University of Alberta, criticized 
Sykora’s group for not under¬ 
standing the purpose of a GSA 
and said it “really does draw a 
line in the sand” and force the 
government to act. 

Sykora, however, was un¬ 
fazed by the criticism. 

“Our stance has been all 
along, as with many other 
school boards that aren’t part 
of Catholic schools, is that deci¬ 
sions made at the local level are 
likely best,” he said. 

Sykora did vouch for the 
Toiy government’s Bill 10 
over one produced by Alberta 
Liberal Laurie Blalceman that 
would have mandated the 
creation of a GSA. The Toiy 


version, however, said such a 
group wouldn’t necessarily be 
granted permission to operate 
on school grounds. 

“On the surface, Bill 10 
looks like it respects the feel¬ 
ings of eveiyone and it seems to 
be a compromise,” Sykora said. 

Asked whether a Catholic 
school club would ever actually 
be called a “gay-straight alli¬ 
ance,” Sykora said it wouldn’t 
be him having the discussion 
with students, but rather teach¬ 
ers and administrators. Even 
still, he said “words are import¬ 
ant.” 

“Our teachers are compas¬ 
sionate, they work with stu¬ 
dents to find the best way to 
deal with things,” he said.

Prentice to find Albertans not OK with 
cuts as another oil boom busts: NDP 


The Alberta NDP says Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice will find 
Albertans less forgiving the 
second time around if he 
wants to slash his way out of 
low oil prices. 

New Democrat Brian 
Mason says people remember 
job losses and service cuts 
when former premier Ralph 
Klein pared budgets to the 
bone to address deficits in 
the 1990s. 

“Anyone that was around 
during that period will re¬ 


member the pain, will re¬ 
member the terrible cuts to 
our services, the losses of 
jobs, losses of homes (and 
the) breakup of families,” 
Mason said Thursday. 

“People accepted it then 
because they thought it was a 
first-time occurrence, some¬ 
thing that we just weren’t 
expecting and we needed to 
deal with.” 

But for the next two dec¬ 
ades a succession of Progres¬ 
sive Conservative govern¬ 


ments have promised, but 
failed, to disconnect Alberta’s 
day-to-day spending from 
volatile oil prices, Mason 
said. 

“It’s been entirely predict¬ 
able. The government has 
had nearly 20 years to fix 
things so that it never hap¬ 
pened again, so I don’t think 
that Albertans are prepared 
to accept the kind of strong 
medicine that Jim Prentice is 
trying to administer.”

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Oil prices Chief economist 
predicting a gloomy 2015 


The tumble in oil-and-gas 
prices has pushed Edmonton’s 
chief economist into making 
an earlier-than-planned fore¬ 
cast of the city’s outlook for 
2015 — and the news isn’t 
great. 

Likening the unexpected 
fall of oil to about $50 a bar¬ 
rel to as if “the wheels fell off 
the bus,” the city’s top money 
man John Rose told a gather¬ 
ing of the Economics Society 
of Northern Alberta on Thurs¬ 
day that a slowdown in key 
areas — GDP, inflation, popu¬ 
lation and unemployment — 
will cause pain, whether you 
want to sell a house or find a 
job. 

“This is not going to be fun 
for people on the street. The 
unemployment rate will be 
near six per cent by the end 
of the year, and that’ll feel 
noticeably different than the 
last five years, especially for 
students and young workers,” 
he said. 

Calling the province’s up¬ 
coming spring budget as critic¬ 
al for how the city weathers 
the downturn, Rose said “we 
need a grown-up conversation 
about finding large amounts

of predictable money. I’m 
disappointed that corporate 
and progressive income taxes 
aren’t on the table,” he said. 

“My prime concern is on 
the consumer side. If confi¬ 
dence fails there, then all bets 
are off.” 

Rose said a bright spot for 
the city is its diversified econ¬ 
omy, which may help it come 
out of the year in better shape 
than other cities in the prov¬ 
ince.

Edmonton’s proposed Gal¬ 
leria project could become 
another victim of the prov¬ 
ince’s declining financial 
situation. 

The proposed arts centre 
hinges on the University of 
Alberta moving its faculties 
of design and music to the 
complex, but they can only 
move with provincial cash. 

A provincial spokesman 
said no final decision has 
been made but emphasized 
the government doesn’t 
have a lot of room to play 
with. 

“We will not speculate 


about the province’s future 
spending plans in advance 
of releasing the capital plan, 
although any decisions are 
made in the context of $50 
oil,” said Craig Loewen, 
press secretary to the min¬ 
ister of advanced education. 

Galleria spokesman God¬ 
frey Huybregts said they 
don’t have a final word from 
the province but do under¬ 
stand the situation. 

“They haven’t given us 
a definitive position about 
whether it will be in the 
budget or not,” he said. “We 
understand there are tough 
choices to make.” 

The city is hosting two 
public-engagement sessions 
on the project next week. 
City spokesman Jason Dar- 
rah said they just want to 
gather as much input as pos¬ 
sible. 

“Until there’s a decision 
on a bunch of issues, I think 
it’s good business to involve 
Edmontonians in providing 
information and ideas.”

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Crime. $5M in drugs, 50K. Funds pledged for 

weapons and cash seized those working with victims 


Armed officers watched 
closely as members of Al¬ 
berta law enforcement gave 
an update on a massive seiz¬ 
ure of drugs, weapons and 
money on Thursday mor¬ 
ning. 

Taken from an organized 
crime group allegedly dis¬ 
tributing drugs across the 
province, police seized 40 
kilograms of cocaine, more 
than 11,000 pills of fentanyl, 
1.2 kg of meth and a variety 


of other drugs including 
heroin, MDMA and mari¬ 
juana. 

“I have 23 years of service 
with the RCMP and ALERT 
and this is the biggest drug 
seizure that I’ve ever been 
involved with,” said Staff 
Sgt. Jason Seper with the Al¬ 
berta Law Enforcement Re¬ 
sponse Teams (ALERT). 

“We targeted all aspects 
of this group,” Seper ex¬ 
plained. METRO 


Professionals working with 
young victims of crime will 
soon have a new tool. 

On Thursday, Justice 
Minister Peter MacKay was 
in Calgary to announce a 
$50,000 grant for the Can¬ 
adian Child Abuse Asso¬ 
ciation (CCAA), through the 
Federal Victims Fund. 

It will be used to develop 
a “user-friendly” virtual 
classroom to deliver train¬ 
ing and certificate programs 


to police officers, victim ser¬ 
vice workers and other com¬ 
munity professionals. 

MacKay said described

Mistakes made in High River gun 
seizures: Alberta’s top Mountie

Hundreds of firearms 
were improperly taken 
from homes during 
flood, lawsuit alleges

Alberta’s top Mountie admit¬ 
ted Thursday “mistakes were 
made” when police seized 
hundreds of guns from evacu¬ 
ated High River homes during 
the 2013 flood, while affected 
residents filed a $ 5-million 
class-action lawsuit against the 
RCMP. 

“I can’t say 100 per cent 
that what we did was flaw¬ 
less,” RCMP deputy Commis¬ 
sioner Marianne Ryan told 
reporters in Edmonton, in re¬ 
sponse to a watchdog report 
that slammed Alberta’s “K” 
Division for a lack of leader¬ 
ship during the crisis. 

“If a homeowner is owed 
an apology as a result of our 
review, then I think we should 
do that,” Ryan added. 

But homeowners are now 
after more than just words, as 
they filed paperwork Thursday 
to sue the RCMP and Attorney 
General of Canada for “aggre¬ 
gate general damages” of $5 
million. 

The lawsuit, which has not 


yet been certified or proven in 
court, alleges Mounties failed 
in their “duty of care” to resi¬ 
dents, committed “intrusion 
upon seclusion” that resulted 
in “distress, humiliation or an¬ 
guish,” and violated residents’ 
Charter rights when they 
forced their way into empty 
High River homes and seized 
606 firearms “without war¬ 
rants.” 

“I’ve lost so much respect 


for them,” High River resident 
Don White said of the RCMP. 

“You can talk to pretty 
much anybody in High River 
and they’ll you that those po¬ 
lice, there were acting like the 
bloody Gestapo (during the 
flood).” 

Federal Justice Minister 
and Attorney General Peter 
MacKay told reporters Thurs¬ 
day the government has “en¬ 
thusiastically embraced” the 


watchdog report and will im¬ 
plement its recommendations. 

MacKay also admitted “the 
intrusions and the property 
seizures that happened at High 
River were inappropriate.” 

Don Harriman, another 
High River resident, said he 
was interviewed as part of the 
watchdog review and wasn’t 
surprised that no disciplinaiy 
measures have resulted. 

“Nobody’s going to get 
in trouble for what they’ve 
done,” he said. “They don’t 
seem to care. They’ve got the 
authority to do crap like that. 

“They can apologize until 
they’re blue in the face. It 
ain’t going to do a thing for 
nobody.” 

Dennis Young, a former 
RCMP officer and gun-rights 
advocate who lives in Airdrie, 
has followed the case closely, 
filing dozens of freedom-of- 
information requests on the 
topic. He said it will be difficult 
for the Mounties to rebuild 
trust in High River without 
someone being held account¬ 
able. 

“Somebody’s got to wear 
this. Somebody’s has to be 
disciplined for what they did,” 
he said. “If they refuse to take 
corrective action, and I mean 
not just amend their policies 
but actually discipline the 
people that were in charge of 
this mess, then the trust will 
not be rebuilt for many, many 
years.” 



City plans no-stopping zone to ease commute 


West-end commuters may 
find their drives a little easier 
soon as the city moves to set 
up no-stopping zones along 
Stony Plain Road. 

The parking meters along 
Stony Plain road have been a 
source of contention for driv¬ 
ers moving through the area, 
because there is more traffic 


on the roads with the closure 
of 102 Avenue. 

While the meters are sup¬ 
posed to be closed during 
rush hour, cars some times 
stay late blocking the lanes. 

Coun. Scott McKeen, who 
represents the area, said it’s a 
reasonable compromise. 

“I am personally happy be¬ 


cause the other options was 
to pull the meters,” he said. 

Starting in March, the no¬ 
stopping restriction will be 
in place from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
weekdays. 

Karen Bishop, chair¬ 
woman of the local business 
improvement area, said the 
decision is reasonable and 


she understands commuters’ 
frustrations, but this won’t be 
easy on businesses. 

“We’re all impatient be¬ 
ings, obviously something 
had to give.

Egypt. A judge 
ordered Mohamed 
Fahmy released on bail 
pending a retrial on 
terror-related charges 


Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er says the federal govern¬ 
ment will continue to press 
for the release of Canadian 
journalist Mohamed Fahmy 
and he is optimistic the case 
will be resolved. 

Fahmy, a Canadian journal¬ 
ist who has spent more than 
a year in a Cairo prison, was 
ordered released on bail by an 
Egyptian court on Thursday 
pending a retrial on terror-re¬ 
lated charges. His case returns 
to court on Feb. 23. 

Fahmy’s supporters have 
been critical of Harper’s in¬ 
volvement, imploring him to 
intervene directly in Fahmy’s 
case with Egyptian President 
Abdel Fattah el-Sissi. 

Asked Thursday whether 
he’d spoken directly to el- 


Sissi, Harper wouldn’t say so 
directly, but did suggest he’d 
been in touch with his Egyp¬ 
tian counterpart. 

“Our government has for 
sometime now has been in 
contact with Egyptian author¬ 
ities at all levels, including my 
level,” Harper said. 


The unexpected develop¬ 
ment prompted expressions 
of jubilation from Fahmy’s 
family, although the 40-year- 
old’s legal battles aren’t quite 
over yet.

14 months, especially with 
such injustice and all the pain 
he’s endured,” said Fahmy’s 
brother, Adel Fahmy. “We still 
want full exoneration, if not, 
then deportation, and we still 
want Canada to pressure hard, 
but it was a step in the right 
direction.” 

Fahmy was the only de¬ 
fendant who was ordered to 
pay an amount equivalent to 
about $41,000 for his release 
on bail, as he was considered 
a flight risk. 

His family paid that 
amount within hours of the 
court hearing but were told it 
would take until Saturday for 
paperwork to be processed for 
Fahmy to leave prison.

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Flag first met with heckling, 
caused bitter national brawl 



50 th birthday. Canada 
prepares to celebrate 
now-beloved Maple 
Leaf flag this Sunday 


When Lester B. Pearson un¬ 
veiled his top pick for a new 
Canadian flag at a Winnipeg 
legion hall in July 1964, he was 
met with boos, hisses and heck¬ 
ling from veterans who accused 
him of selling out Canada to 
the “pea soupers.” 

The Liberal prime minister 
had campaigned a year earlier 
on replacing the Red Ensign 
— the country’s unofficial flag 
that paired Canada’s coat of 
arms and the Union Jack — 
with a uniquely Canadian em¬ 
blem as the 1967 centennial 
approached. 

As Canada prepares to cele¬ 
brate its now-beloved flag’s 
50th birthday on Sunday, the 
national brawl that erupted as 
Pearson forged ahead with his 


plans is a distant memoiy. 

“It was the debate, the 
issue,” said Conservative Sen. 
Marjoiy LeBreton, who worked 
in opposition leader John Dief- 
enbalcer’s office as the battle 


raged on. In a recent interview, 
LeBreton pointed out that Can¬ 
ada’s military veterans had 
fought under the Red Ensign in 
two world wars — one of which 
had only ended 20 years earlier. 


Nonetheless, young Can¬ 
adians argued with their par¬ 
ents about the need for a new 
flag; one would-be designer 
even submitted a flag proposal 
festooned with John, Paul, 


George and Ringo as Beatle- 
mania gripped North America. 

Some English-Canadians, 
meantime, accused French-Can- 
adians — the aforementioned 
“pea soupers” — of being be¬ 
hind the push to cut Canada’s 
ties to Great Britain, even as 
one Quebec MP, Pierre Trudeau, 
sniffed that Quebecers didn’t 
give a “tinker’s damn” about a 
new flag. 

Just a few months after Pear¬ 
son’s PR disaster in Winnipeg, 
however, he managed to con¬ 
vince a majority of parliamen¬ 
tarians — including Conserva¬ 
tives — to vote in favour of the 
red Maple Leaf chosen by his 
flag-selection committee as the 
new official emblem. 

It wasn’t the flag he liked 
best and had displayed to the 
angry legion members that 
summer. The so-called Pearson 
Pennant, a sprig of three red 
maple leaves bordered by blue 
bars, ultimately lost out to the 
flag Canadians know today.

“The maple leaf 
was a symbol all Canadians 
recognized, and that flag 
was stunning, as far as I was 
concerned.

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New peace deal 
for Ukraine 


Negotiations. 

Ceasefire effective 
starting 5 p.m. EST 
Saturday, with special 
status for rebel regions 


Guns will fall silent, heavy 
weapons will pull back from 
the front, and Ukraine will 
trade a broad autonomy for 
the east for control of the 
Russian border by the end 
of the year under a peace 
deal hammered out Thurs¬ 
day in all-night negotiations 
between Russia, Ukraine, 
France and Germany. 

The deal was full of po¬ 
tential pitfalls, however, 
that could derail its imple¬ 
mentation. In announcing 
the plan, Russia and Ukraine 
disagreed over what exactly 
they had agreed to in mara¬ 
thon 16-hour talks, includ¬ 
ing the status of a key town 
under rebel siege. 

Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin told reporters 


that the agreement envis¬ 
ages a ceasefire that will be 
effective from the start of 
the day Sunday (5 p.m. EST 
Saturday) as well as a special 
status for the rebel regions 
and provisions on border 
controls. 

Ukrainian President 
Petro Poroshenlco said 
there was no agreement on 
any autonomy for eastern 
Ukraine, a longtime de¬ 
mand of Russia that wants 
to maintain leverage over 
its neighbour and prevent it 
from joining NATO. 

However, the deal re¬ 
quires Ukrainian parlia¬ 
ment to give wide powers 
to the eastern regions as 
a condition for restoring 
Ukraine’s full control over 
the border — a provision 
certain to trigger heated 
political debate in Ukraine. 

The agreement is a com¬ 
promise allowing both Rus¬ 
sia and Ukraine to claim vic¬ 
tory, but it’s full of potential 
problems.

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Police officer charged with murder 
in Colorado small-town shooting 


Rocky Ford. James 
Ashby first Colorado 
police officer to face 
charges for an on-duty 
shooting in 20 years 


Many in Rocky Ford, a small 
town on Colorado’s southeast¬ 
ern plains, wave at police driv¬ 
ing by and sometimes stop to 
give officers crime tips. People 
under arrest are also neigh¬ 
bours an officer could run into 
later in the grocery store, so 
Chief Frank Gallegos encour¬ 
ages his eight-person force to 
treat suspects with respect. 

So when a police officer 
on the job for five months 
stopped a 27-year-old resident 
skateboarding along the main 
drag, followed him to his 
home and shot him dead last 
fall, Rocky Ford’s residents 
were shocked and angiy. 

People marched, demand¬ 
ing justice for Jack Jacquez 


— though police are quick to 
point out that there were no 
arrests or property damage 
like that seen in Ferguson, Mo. 
after the shooting death there 
of Michael Brown. 

What happened next also 
differed from Ferguson and 
many other communities that 
have had recent police shoot¬ 
ings: Officer James Ashby was 
charged with second-degree, 
non-premeditated murder 
after an investigation led by 
law enforcement from sur¬ 
rounding communities and 
the Colorado Bureau of Inves¬ 
tigation. 

The outsourcing of the 
investigation and initial seal¬ 
ing of court documents upset 
many. But last month, when a 
judge ruled there was enough 
evidence for Ashby to stand 
trial, the investigators’ find¬ 
ings became public and con¬ 
firmed an early claim by Jack 
Jacquez’s mother, Viola, that 
her son was shot in the back 
on Oct. 12 as she watched in

U.S. at crossroads, 
FBIboss says 

The United States is at 
a crossroads on matters 
of race relations and law 
enforcement, presenting 
“hard truths” that its cit¬ 
izens and police must con¬ 
front, FBI Director James 
Comey said Thursday.

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Facebook to let users 
pick ‘legacy contact’ 


Social media. With 
hundreds of thousands 
making memorial 
requests for deceased 
loved ones, company’s 
latest move gives users 
more choice 


The world’s biggest online 
social network said Thurs¬ 
day that it will now let users 
pick someone who can man¬ 
age their accounts after they 
die. Previously, the accounts 
were “memorialized” after 
death, or locked so that no 
one could log in. 

But Facebook says its 
users wanted more choice. 
Beginning in the U.S., Face- 
book users can now pick a 
“legacy contact” to post on 
their pages after they die, re¬ 
spond to new friend requests 
and update their profile pic¬ 
ture and cover photo. Users 
can also have their accounts 
deleted after their death, 
which was not possible be¬ 
fore. 

If you want someone to 
manage your account after 
you die, click on the upside- 
down triangle on the top 
right corner of your page and

manager” lets you choose to 
have your data deleted after 
three, six or 12 months of 
inactivity. Or you can choose 
someone, such as a parent 
or a spouse, to receive the 
data. The tool covers not just 
email but also other Google 
services such as Google Plus, 
YouTube and Blogger. 

Twitter, meanwhile, will 
deactivate your account if 
contacted by a family mem¬ 
ber or a person authorized to 
act on behalf of your estate, 
after verifying not only that 
you died but that the Twitter 
account is yours, since many 
people don’t use their full 
names on the site.

Interview. Actor says 
using his native accent 
while filming Chappie 
was ‘great but weird' 


It’s not that often that Hugh 
Jackman gets a role speaking 
in his native Australian, so 
while working on the upcom¬ 
ing sci-fi thriller Chappie he 
had to get reacquainted with 
the dialect. 

The 46-year-old Tony 
Award winner said in an 
interview earlier this week 
that using his own accent 
“was great but weird.” 

“I had to practice it be¬ 
cause it was way stronger 
than my natural accent,” 
Jackman said. 

Jackman also admits 
brushing up on some of the 
Australian slang that writer- 
director Neill Blomlcamp 
wrote for the part. 

“He used a lot of phrases, 
and I had to end up Googling 
the slang,” Jackman said. 
“Neill was coming up with 


some really cool sayings ... I 
was trying to think of more, 
so I ended up Googling some 
of them.” 

Chappie, which opens in 
theatres on March 6, tells 
the stoiy of a fallen police 
robot that is reprogrammed 
to think and feel for itself. 
Jackman said he had fun play¬ 
ing the film’s antagonist, an 
engineer strongly opposed to 
artificial intelligence. 

“We got to create this 
character that did stretch it a 
bit. We had a lot of fun with 
him from the look, his man¬ 
nerism, the way he talked. 
At the same time, it was veiy 
much based in a reality that 
was needed for the movie 
in terms of the voice of cau¬ 
tion,” Jackman said.

If you’re asking, Ryan Rey¬ 
nolds is a dog person. 

“But I’m only a dog per¬ 
son because they can be con¬ 
trolled,” he tells us. 

“Cats hate me.” 

That’s a light way to 
start talking about his new 
film, The Voices, in which 
he plays Jerry, a disturbed 
Midwesterner who’s off his 
meds, and as such, convers¬ 
es with his dog and his cat 
(both voiced by him). Soon 
enough, and purely by acci¬ 
dent, he’s racked up a body 
count. Combining dark com¬ 
edy with horror and a ser¬ 
ious side is a challenge both 
for him and his director, 
Marjane Satrapi, who her¬ 
self is changing gears from 
the Iran-set Persepolis and 
Chicken with Plums to stake 
a bloody American debut. 

You had to chase this one 
down and talk with Satrapi 
about casting you. How did 
you convince her? 

I knew there were two other 
actors who had their hands 
up for it, who I would argue 
are much more critically 
acclaimed than I am. So I 
really had to get my s— 
together. I met with Marjane 
and gave her my take on the 
guy. One of the things I said 
was: If there’s even one look 
of menace on Jerry’s face, 
we lose the audience. She 
seemed to really latch onto 
that idea, that we have to 
trust him, we have to follow 
him and ostensibly care for 


him. Somehow she, I don’t 
know, found me creepy 
enough to do the role. 

What do you think she 
brings to this project that 
other directors might not 
have? 

She brings a European sens¬ 
ibility, even though she does 
not originate from Europe. 
And she brings a sense of 
unending whimsy to a sub¬ 
ject matter that is a little in¬ 
tense. As I’ve gotten older — 
I wish I’d learned this earlier 


— but films are all about the 
director. It’s their medium. 

There’s something shock¬ 
ingly sweet-natured about 
the film. For one thing, the 
actual gore tends to be 
off-screen or obscured in 
the shots. 

That’s funny — some people 
find it gory. I think it’s off¬ 
set by Jerry’s innocence and 
arrested development. He 
was traumatized at 10 or 11 
years old, and he’s still 10 or 
11 years old when we meet 


him. It’s also offset by the 
fact that there’s this asexu- 
ality to him. That’s import¬ 
ant, especially since we’re 
dealing with women in this 
movie. If there was a sex¬ 
ual component, the movie 
would be wholly unpleasant 
in every way shape or form, 
and it would never see the 
light of day. He’s the nicest 
serial killer you’ll ever meet. 

Jerry’s definitely not a 
sexual predator. 

Marjane did certain things, 


like when Anna Kendrick’s 
character (a co-worker with 
a crush on him) kisses Jerry. 
Anna’s tiny and I’m not, and 
she had us do it near a stair¬ 
case, so she could have Anna 
up high, so she’d be in con¬ 
trol. She pulls Jerry in for a 
kiss instead of Jerry coming 
to her. 

It’s hard to classify how 
you portray Jerry: The film 
is semi-realistic but at the 
same there’s a heightened, 
comedic quality to it.

“One of the things 
Marjane and I clicked 
over was neither of us 
likes to rehearse. That 
was nice. Because I 
always think, just go be 
it. If I’m a good enough 
actor I can show up to 
set ready. We clicked on 
this 'f— rehearsal’ thing. 
We just dove right in. I 
remember on Buried I 
was asked to rehearse 
for two weeks. I just said, 
“On what? Lying down 
on a coffee table in a 
room? Can we just shoot 
the f—ing thing? I don’t 
want to pretend I’m in 
a coffin, doing some 
Marcel Marceau bit. Let's 
just go!” 


But you can’t think of it 
like that on-set. I was try¬ 
ing to create someone who 
is three-dimensional and 
not this menacing, scary 
psychopath, because that’s 
not what he is at all. For me 
it just brings out those ideas 
about heroes and villains. 
They’re given such a raw 
deal, villains, in movies, be¬ 
cause they’re always twist¬ 
ing some kind of mustache, 
figuratively. 

No villain on earth does 
that. They don’t have a com¬ 
pulsion for evil; what they 
have is an opposing convic¬ 
tion that you don’t agree 
with. That’s interesting to 
me. I wanted to bring as 
much empathy to Jerry as 
possible. But he’s a villain, 
to some degree. He’s the guy 
you read about in the news 
and say, “Glad I didn’t run 
into that freak.” At the same 
time, we read those things 
in the news and there’s a 
narrative we fill in our own 
minds. We get to show who 
that guy is.

Dream roles. As an

Like eveiyone starting out in 
musical theatre, Jeremy Jor¬ 
dan had a song from The Last 
Five Years ready to go in his 
back pocket. 

Jordan, the Tony Award- 
nominated star of Newsies: 
The Musical and TV’s Smash, 
had fallen in love with the 
Jason Robert Brown musical 
when it premiered in 2002 
and added one of its tunes to 
his audition list. 

“It was like the bar. It was 
the apex. It was like the thing 
you strived for,” he recalled. 
“If you could do justice to a 
song from The Last Five Years, 
then you were in good shape 
as a musical theatre actor.” 

Now Jordan has upped his 
game. He’s gone from having 
one of its songs down pat to 
starring in the first-ever mov¬

ie adaptation of Brown’s cult- 
ishly adored song cycle about 
a young couple’s falling in and 
out of love. 

“It was fun because I knew 
it so well and I felt like I really 
connected to it when I first 
heard it and I still connected 
to it,” Jordan said. “I got to 
share that love and connec¬ 
tion with everybody else.” 

Jordan co-stars along¬ 
side Anna Kendrick in the 
95-minute film, which has 
been adapted and directed 
by Richard LaGravenese and 
hits theatres and video on de¬ 
mand Friday after making its 
premiere at the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival. 

It’s the five-year love affair 

— told almost entirely in song 

— of aspiring actress Cathy 
and budding novelist Jamie, 
one on the rise and the other 
finding the going frustrating 
in mid-1990s New York. 

Brown structured the story 
with a twist: Jamie starts at 
the beginning of the rela¬ 
tionship and alternates songs 
with Cathy as he moves to the 
crushing end, while Cathy be¬ 
gins at the end and moves in 
reverse chronological order to 
the couple’s sunny origin.

While Brown had been ap¬ 
proached about turning the 
musical into a film for years, 
no proposal really excited 
him until he spoke with La¬ 
Gravenese, the writer and dir¬ 
ector of Beautiful Creatures 
and P.S. I Love You. 

“I always thought it might 
make a nice movie, but I 
never really had a sense of 
what that movie was suppos¬ 
ed to look like or anything 
like that,” said Brown, who 
has a cameo as an audition 
pianist. “I’m veiy proud of it.” 

LaGravenese added some 
quirky, surreal touches 
and dance numbers to the 
heartbreaking naturalism of 
Brown’s songs, and he made it 
modern with the use of Skype 
and cellphones. LaGravenese 
also pulled the theatrical 
piece into the world of film 


by having the young lovers in 
the same scene, even if only 
one was singing. 

It was filmed over 2 1/2 
weeks in New York during 
the sweltering summer of 
2013 and maintained its in¬ 
timacy by having 90 per cent 
of it sung live. Prerecording 
the songs and then lip-synch¬ 
ing them for cameras weeks 
later wasn’t an option. 

“You write songs about 
moments that are special, 
that are particular, that are 
meaningful and that are im¬ 
pactful. Eveiy moment in 
the film is one of those mo¬ 
ments,” said Jordan, who, 
during the song Moving Too 
Fast, actually bikes through 
the city while singing. (The 
soundtrack is available for 
download.) 

Things got a little more 


real than the crew bargained 
for during a lunch break 
on the last week of filming 
when a thief opened the 
unlocked costume 
truck and made off 
with most of Jordan’s 
clothes, including 

four pairs of expen¬ 
sive jeans cut specif¬ 
ically for Jordan. 

“I was like, 

‘What are you going 
to do with a bunch 
of dude’s clothes 
that are sized spe¬ 
cifically to Jeremy 
Jordan’s butt?”’ 
he said, laughing. 

“I guess you have 
to find some veiy 
specific clients for 
that.” 

The finished film is 
something that Brown 
admits is still startling, 
even though the music¬ 
al is done hundreds of 
times across the globe 
eveiy year. His small, semi- 
autobiographical story is now 
on a huge screen, being sung 
by stars with enormous faces. 
“That part was an incredible 
head trip,” Brown said, laugh¬ 
ing.

Ever since Anna Kendrick 
crooned the catchy single Cups 


in 2012’s sleeper hit Pitch Per¬ 
fect, she’s become Hollywood’s 
hottest rising singing star — 
subsequently starring in such 
big-screen musicals as Into the 
Woods and the upcoming Pitch 
Perfect 2. 

The actor’s unlikely vocal 
success may astonish some 
moviegoers, but it certainly 
didn’t catch filmmaker Richard 
LaGravenese by surprise.

in Wellington, N.Z. — like old 
bones left on the floor, rivalries 
with werewolves, and freak 
sunshine accidents. 

During last fall’s Toronto 
International Film Festival, 
where What We Do in the Shad¬ 
ows won the People’s Choice 
award for best entry in the Mid¬ 
night Madness program, Clem¬ 
ent and Rutherford sat down to 
chat with The Canadian Press. 

How did the idea for a vam¬ 
pire mockumentary come 
about? 

Clement: I wanted to do a vam¬ 
pire film because I had always 
been obsessed with vampires 
when I was a kid. And Tailca 
wanted to do a moclcumentaiy. 
Basically, we just put them 
together and thought they’d be 
a good fit because moclcumen- 
taries don’t tend to go into the 
paranormal or into things that 
you can’t really film. 

You actually went to bars in 
Wellington while dressed as 
vampires in both the 2005 


short and the feature film. 
What happened? 

Clement: In the first film, I 
think we were close to getting 
beaten up. We got called so 
many names — guys constantly 
shouting at us when we dressed 
like that going into town. But 
now, you can’t get people to do 
it. We wrote it into the script 
thinking it was going to hap¬ 
pen again, but people never did 
it. There is a kid who does it in 
the film. But we asked him, and 
he was like, ‘No way, man, I’m 
not going to say that.’ Attitudes 
have really changed in a good 
way. 

What was it like shooting an 
improvised movie in which 
only Clement and Waititi 
knew what was in the script? 

Clement: Sometimes people in 
the crew would let it slip. There 
was a vampire hunter but we 
didn’t want him to know he 
was playing a vampire hunter. 
But the costume designer put 
his belt of stakes around him 
and we were like, ‘Oh, now he’s 
going to know.’ But we kept 
everything secret from the cast 
so we could get some real reac¬ 
tions sometimes. 

Rutherford: It was kind of like 
being in a weird game show 
where you don’t know when 
it’s going to end, you don’t 
know if you’re passing each test 
and then strange stuff happens 
and you just have to react.

Interview. Independent 
film has changed top-to- 
bottom since filmmaker- 
actor broke into it

Twenty years ago, Edward 
Bums was an overnight suc¬ 
cess story. 

He was a nobody able to 
get his tiny film, The Broth¬ 
ers McMullen, into Sundance, 
where it won the Grand Juiy 
Prize and became an indie 
box-office juggernaut. 

But despite some flashy 
acting gigs (including Sav¬ 
ing Private Ryan), Burns has 
stayed small, eking out a ca¬ 
reer in a low-budget industiy 
that, since he started, has 
changed top-to-bottom. 

He chronicles his life in 
this evolving world in his 
new book, Independent Ed, 
which doubles as a handbook 
for aspiring filmmakers who 
need to stay afloat in an ever- 
mutating business. 

Burns, whose show Public 
Morals will premiere on TNT 
in June, talked to Metro about 
what he’s learned. 

Do you miss film? 

You know, I used to, when 
I first made the switch over 
to digital. Like a lot of other 
indie filmmakers, I did it 
more out of necessity, in that 
you could make films more 
inexpensively than you could 
with film. You missed not 
only the look, but the process 


of shooting with film, and 
getting your dailies and then 
later on seeing that film pro¬ 
jected. But I have to admit, 
now that digital technology 
has improved so dramatically 
and the workflow has made 
certain things about produc¬ 
tion a lot easier, made it a 
lot more cost-efficient and 
sped up the editing process a 
little bit, I’ve fully embraced 
digital and no longer miss 
film. 

The ease of digital 

The technology has elimin¬ 
ated that barrier to entiy for 
anyone who wants to make 


a film. You don’t even need a 
professional cinematograph¬ 
er anymore. That was a big 
challenge on The Brothers 
McMullen: How do we find 
someone who knew how to 
shoot film? Today you can 
pick up a Canon 5D and just 
figure it out as you go. 

How digital filmmaking 
inspires sincerity 

Any kid who says, “I’m just 
going to grab a camera and 
start making a movie” is 
probably only going to be 
doing it for one reason: They 
love it. They have a stoiy to 
tell and they want to do this 


thing. There will be a handful 
who do it because they want 
to become rich and famous, 
but I’m thinking the vast ma¬ 
jority do it because they love 
movies and they think they 
have a stoiy to tell. I wouldn’t 
discourage that. 

Getting attention 

The great challenge now, 
given there are so many 
titles out there, is how do 
you monetize these films? 

An indie band, after their 
album is made, they’re going 
to spend a year and a half 
on the road, playing in bars, 
tiying to move their CD. That 


same tenacity is required of 
the indie filmmaker. Your 
work tour has to be hitting 
eveiy film festival that will 
have you, and you’ll be using 
social media and finding 
other digital distribution 
outlets as a way to build 
that audience. Veiy few guys 
have the overnight success 
that, let’s say, I had with The 
Brothers McMullen. But that 
doesn’t mean you can’t find 
some success if you’re willing 
to put in the long haul. There 
are countless examples of 
people doing just that, who 
found their rich audience 
online and made three or 
four or five feature films — 
films you’ve never heard of, 
but they have their fans. And 
they’re somehow figuring 
out how to make yet another 
movie. 

The future 

The other thing that’s going 
to be fascinating is all these 
things that didn’t exist five, 
six, seven years ago — Twit¬ 
ter, Instagram. What is going 
to help the young filmmaker 
get his film out to the public 
in the next five years? There’s 
going to be a new platform. 

If we could imagine it, we’d 
be veiy wealthy guys. When 
I released Purple Violets on 
iTunes, no one was doing that 
at the time. No one thought 
iTunes was a viable place to 
show films. And then later 
there was VOD. And now 
you’re seeing Netflix is mak¬ 
ing films, and Amazon Prime. 
A young filmmaker has to 
keep an eye on where this is 
going and take some chances, 
tiy to be at the forefront of it.

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In Independent Ed,Burns 
says it’s not enough to 
say you have a new film: 
You need another story 
to go along with that. He 
cites making 2007’s Purple 
Violets, the first film to 
ever debut on iTunes, as 
an example. “That has to 
come organically to you,” 
he says. “You’ve got to 
sit down with your film 
and look at your circum¬ 
stances of however you 
got it made, and whatever 
your hook is you have to 
recognize that that has 
to be part of the sales 
pitch. It has to be part of 
the narrative of your film. 
But there’s no strategy 
for you to take. It’s just a 
matter of looking at your 
story and finding an angle 
to generate a little more 
press or a little more 
interest in the film.”

The 
process developed in 
the Champagne region 
infuses wines with ef¬ 
fervescence through a 
second fermentation in 
the bottle.

Germ warfare. Subtle daily tasks can make 
you more vulnerable to cold and flu viruses

Good hand-washing is vital 
to avoiding colds and flu, but 
you might be surprised that 
some little bad habits might 
be exposing you to nasty 
germs. 

Here are a few culprits 
that could be undermining 
your health. 

Pressing elevator buttons 

That elevator button at your 
place of work or your apart¬ 
ment building harbours 
harmful bacteria. Accord¬ 
ing to a 2014 study in Open 
Medicine journal, 61 per cent 
of elevator buttons in three 
Toronto hospitals were col¬ 


onized with bacteria. Toilets 
in the hospitals were also 
swabbed. You can probably 
guess where this is going: 
The toilet surfaces had sig¬ 
nificantly less bacteria than 
elevator buttons at 43 per 
cent. If you must touch the 
button with bare fingers, 
wash your hands after the 
elevator trip, or use your 
elbow, or even a pen cap to 
touch the buttons. 

Being within six feet 
of someone with a cold 

Although it may feel a bit 
rude, it’s almost a natural 
instinct to edge away from 
someone sneezing or cough¬ 
ing rampantly. That instinct 
is correct and, actually, the 
distance you need is not 



only arm’s length, it’s fur¬ 
ther. Six feet, or two metres, 
is the proper distance to 
keep away from individuals 
infected with the flu and 
colds, according to public 
health officials. 


Touching your face 

Wiping crumbs off your lips, 
scratching your cheek or 
even resting a chin in your 
hand are all ways you are 
physically depositing germs 
near your mouth and nose. 


Chances are you touch your 
face many times in a day 
without even thinking twice 
about it. Public health ex¬ 
perts say you should always 
wash your hands before 
touching your face. That’s 


not always practical, so if 
you can’t get to a sink, use an 
alcohol-based hand sanitizer. 
Be sure to rub the sanitizer 
over the tips of your fingers, 
not just around the palms of 
your hands.

Sheepishly handing Billy a 
condom as he heads out on 
a date is among the reasons 
some teenagers still lack 
the knowledge to make in¬ 
formed decisions about con¬ 
traception. 

“I’m surprised because in 
theory they are getting the 
information,” Lyba Spring, 
a former sex educator with 
Toronto Public Health, said 
of persistent myths such 
as wearing two condoms 
at once to be “extra safe” 
(the friction could cause 


the condom to break more 
easily), no barrier options 
existing aside from latex 
ones (non-latex condoms 
are available in larger phar¬ 
macies or condoms stores) 
or being swayed from birth 
control pills because they 
make women gain weight 
(any bloating should re¬ 
solve itself in the first three 
months of use). 

“In practice, I recognize 
that teachers do not receive 
the training they require to 
talk comfortably and know¬ 
ledgeably about sexuality in 
general and perhaps birth 
control methods in par¬ 



ticular. It is also a parent’s 
responsibility to promote 
healthy sexuality from the 
time a child is born through 
building blocks of informa¬ 
tion and communication. 
So, by the time teens need 
information about contra¬ 
ception, a parent would nat¬ 
urally be able to integrate 
that information. If the par¬ 
ent says nothing, the child 
learns not ask.” 

Spring, who now works 
independently, said parents 


need to be encouraged to 
raise sexually-healthy kids. 
This could mean taking 
workshops so that talking 
to teens goes beyond awk¬ 
wardly rattling off a shop¬ 
ping list of existing contra¬ 
ceptive methods. 

“There is no point in 
talking to teens about dia¬ 
phragms,” she said. “And 
when discussing contra¬ 
ception, it is important to 
discuss safer sex, informed 
consent and relationships

because contraception does 
not exist in a vacuum.” 

And while teen women

“If they are interested 
in hormonal contraception, 
the counsellor or health¬ 
care provider must explain 
not only how the method 
works but also side effects 
and potential risks,” she 
said.

Christian Grey has many 
couples wanting to try 50 
shades of something new. 

But the bestseller in which 
the fictional character stars, 
while technically describing 
BDSM activity correctly, isn’t 
an educational resource for 
kinky novices, says BDSM 
educator and writer Andrea 
Zanin. 

Like other critics of 50 
Shades of Grey, she says the 
problem is Grey’s control¬ 
ling, possessive and stallc- 
er-lilce relationship with 
Anastasia Steele — none of 
which are aspects of healthy 
BDSM-based exchanges. 

Above all, the erotic prac¬ 
tice — an overlapping ab¬
